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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Regarding the amendments to claims 1, 25 and 27, it is noted that Applicants are not claiming a completely 
rounded section beginning at a narrow end of the frustoconical taper section and ending at the second surface in a section having a 
smaller diameter than the frustoconical taper section. 

Regarding the amendment to claim 13, it is noted that Applicants are not claiming the nonthreaded section to be completely frustoconical 
in shape. 

Applicants arguments that the Oehy etal. reference does not show or describe an insertion member with a rounded, nonfrustoconical 
contact surface that contacts a frustoconical taper of the opening are not persuasive because, Applicants are not claiming that the 
insertion member contacts the frustoconical taper section when the insertion member is locked relative to the frustoconical taper section. 
It is the Examiner's position that insertion member 15 would necessarily contact the frustoconical taper section of opening 12 in the Oehy 
et al. device when it is inserted into opening 12.
